'I’h® act ol defending it, by fnmil- 
iaristng the mind with the evidence of its truth, iit lenglli 
converts him to the belief of it.

As tho one

lilierality. As the one approaches the extreme of credulity, 
the other approaches the extreme of scepticism. Ujmn the 
same principle, when two men are engaged in an alterca­ 
tion, who have an eipml cotninnnd of their temper, you 
seldom observo both of them in a passion at ih<» same time. 
As soon as one of them liecoines excited to anger, the other 
Iregine to contrast his own conduct with that of his antag­ 
onist, and munifests a caliniiesa pruporliuii d to the anger 
ofthe kilter. The coolness of the one seem* only to iii- 
fianie the |>a<*sioiis of the other, lieing angry at ihe little 
effect which he can produce upon his feelings.

Inferences which we derive from simil.tr facts, dilf< r 
according to the state of oiir feelings at the time they are 
related tu us; and thesaine things said of one person’s coi> - 
duct will cause our approbation, which we sliuiild Imve 
condemned in the conduct ef another, under the sauiecir- 
cuinstanrcs. Our inornl scnlimeiits are so imperiecily di­ 
gested into a syslein,as geiieraily to a linit of such aiiiodii- 
tion as will suit our present feelings. Our moral Hcnliment» 
are so many of tliein mere feelingt, rather than (ho con- 
cUisions of reason, that Judgment cannot detect the iidluenCe 
whicii the passions exercise over iheiit. Our opinions 
will always change as our feelings change upon those sub­ 
jects, concerning whicii, oiir feelings are our opinions. 
Certain actions ofa friend, whom иеаге ardently desirous 
to esteem, we approve, which we should disapprove in the 
conduct of an enemy, or of one whom we wish lo despis e. 
Yet we are not generally aware of our incorisisteiiry. The 
itileretices which we derive fioui the saiiie facts are differ­ 
ent, at different times, iiecause our moral sentiiHents— the 
axioiBH of our inurai reasoning— are constantly changed by 
the iiifiuence of seiri»hiiess ami passion.
